McKinley will be elected 
Governor of Ohio for thr¥e reasons: 
First—He is personally a very popular 
man, having the magnetic attractiye- 
ness of Blaine. Second—Campbell, who 
will doubtless be his opponent, sne- 
ceeded in dividing his party, and 
third—The Republican party in Ohio 
was never 80 strong as now.’’

part by female labor. It is a familiar 
principle of law that directors of a cor- 
poration cannot generally 
their authority and power to others. 
Assistant Secretary Mettleton says 
the department will take no ac- 
tion in the matter until the status of

The attempt to sub- 
stitute this little coterie of personal 
appointees for the magnificent body 
of representative women which was 
originaNy selected by the commission,

NATHANIEL HAWTHORNE. 
Thesis Read by Miss Fredda Lord 
at the ©oemmencement Exer- 
cises at Bishop wW hittaker’s 
“chovltor Girls on the 17th. 
In colonial times our country was a 
scene of cruel, religious persecutions: 
a little later witchcraft held a predom- 
inant sway for some years and our 
forefathers were not above inflicting 
most cruel punishments on the poor 
wretches accused of thiscrime. Haw- 
thorne tells us of bis ancestor, the 
stern Judge, who examined and con- 
demned to death certain persons ac- 
cused of witchcraft, one of whom, ac- 
cording to tradition, invoked a curse 
upon him and upon his children’s chil- 
dren. This curse did not have the de- 
sired effect, but on the other hand 
gave Hawthorne atheme upon which 
to write his thrilling romances. The 
witches always had a special interest 
or fascination for him as might be in- 
ferred from the character and the 
tone of his allusions to them in his 
writings. :

Uncle Manning took cbarge of bis edu- 


cation, sending Lim to the best schools. 

A certain mystery is seen in the 
life of Hawthorne. We can 
hardly recognize the calm, even tenor 
of his young manhood with the pres- 
ence of those qualities which are 
We see 
this young man full of health and 
strength, with a mind daring and in- 


_dependent;a man fitted to win his 
way in the world, sitting idly by, 


waiting for something to turn up by 
which he could earn a living. While 
never ambitious 
about winning high honors, but cared 
more for frolic, which: fact is easily 
seen by the bright, boyish letters he 
wrote home. 

After bis graduation Hawthorne re- 
mained at home, still idly wondering 
what he would prefer as a profession ; 
he had always wished most to be an 
author, and even while at college 
wrote a few stories ; one a tale of witch- 
craft, ‘Alice Doane,’’ another, ‘‘Susan 
Gray.’’ These and ‘‘Fanshawe’’ were 
published, but the author was not 
known, except to a few friends. Haw- 
thorne disltikedto be told that he 
would be a famous man and therefore 
would never display any of bis works ; 
perhaps he was secretely conscious 
that his-works deserved some praise, 
vet they did not attain his standard 
of perfection and he took no pleasure 
in what he considered words of idle 
compliment. Horace’ Bridge and 
Franklin Pierce weré friends of his 
college days and he submitted his 
works to their criticism. Bridge 
says ofhim: “His style is classical 
and pure ; his imagination exceedingly 
delicate and fanciful and through his 


writings there runs a vein of poetry. 


“The Gentle Boy’’ and ‘‘The Gray 
were particularly ad- 
in both of the stories we find 
reierence to the religious persecutions. 
“Tie Gentle Boy’’ portrays the suf- 
ferings endured by the unhappy vic- 
tims of the superstitions prevalent in 
our country during the seventeenth 
century. What a world of anguish is 


expressed in Hannah’s words when 


she talks to Ifbrahim after their long 


‘separation: ‘‘In a doleful hour art 
‘thou returned to me, poor boy, for 


thy mother’s path has gone darkening 


onward, till now the end is death. 
Son, son I have fed thee with food I 


was fainting for, have borne thee in 


/-my arms when tottering, but now I 


leave thee with no inheritance but woe 
and shame. Thou will go seeking 
through the world and find ail hearts 
closed against thee and sweet affection 
turned to bitterness for ny sake. My 
child, my child, how many a pang 
awaits thy gentle spirit and I the 


cause of all.’’ 


The publication of ‘‘Twice Told 
‘Tales’ did not bring to the writer 
great notoriety, but these stories seem 
to have inspired his friends with a 
new confidence in his personal char- 
acter and literary ability. 

About this time Hawthorne met 


with an experience that carried with 


it serious results. If we are anxious 
to find the secret of his stern resolve 
and gravity we shall find it here. A 
young woman who is called Mary be- 


came acquained with Hawthorne and 
after knowing him for a time, told

his called Louis. Hawthorne’s anger 
was aroused ayainst his friend and he 
challenged him fo fight, but Louis 


-wrote’ to him refusing to accept the 


challenge and convinced Hawthorne 
that the charges made against him 
were false. This would have been a 
happy ending to a hasty impulse, had 
it not been that a few months later a 
dear friend lost his life in a duel being 
influenced to engage in it when he 
learned from others that Hawthorne 
did not disapprove of duelling. This 
affair weighed heavily upon Haw- 
thorne and in a de he felt respon- 
sible for his friend’s death. In ‘‘Fan- 


cies Show Box” he says: ‘‘It is not 


until the crime is accomplished that 
guilt cherishes its grip upon the guilty 
heart and claims it for its own. There 
is no such thing in man’s nature as a 
settled resolve either for good or evil 
except at the very moment of execu- 
tion.”’ ‘ 

Hawthorne had a stern, Puritanic 
sense of honor and truthfulness and 
his sentiment of reverence was 80 
strongly marked that it exalted and 
refined his power of discrimination 
between right and wrong and helped 
things which are above 
most people. Hawthorne 
solitude to sociely and attri- 


‘Living in solitude till the fulness of 
time come, I still kept the dew of my 
outh and the freshness of my heart: 
}had F sooner gone into the world, [ 
should have grown hard and rough 
and my heart might have become 
callous by rade encounters with the 
multitude.” 

Hawthorne’a fascinating emile won 
all children, and in ‘‘Little Annie’s 
Ramble” he thus speaks of his walk 
with the child: ‘‘Say not-that it has 
been a waste of precious moments 
and idle matter, a babble of childish 
talk about topics unworthy of a grown 
man’s notice. Their influence on us 
is at least reciprocal with ours on 
them. As the pure breath of children 
revives the life of aged men, so is our 
moral nature revived by their free and 
simple thoughts, their native feeling, 
their airy mirth, for little cause or 
none, their grief, soon aroused and 
soon allayed.’’ Hawthorne’s smile 
won another, not a child, but 
Sophia Peabody, ®& Woman of 
fine understanding and very cul- 
tivated - mind, «a woman fully 
fitted to be Hawthorne’s wife and such 
he evidently thought, for in 1842 they 
were married. After their marriage 
they lived in Concord at the “Old 
Manse,’’ which Hawthorne described 
in his ‘*Mosses,’’ written. while he 
lived there. 

Like the ‘‘Twice Told Tales,” they 
are models of pure English, high and 
noble thought, and the ‘*Hall of Fan- 
tasy,”’ ‘‘A Select Party’? and “The 
Celestial Railroad’’ show to what ex- 
tept Hawthorne’s imagination could 
carry him. He seldom indulges in 
satire, but the ‘‘Celestial Railroad’’ 
is meant as such. It exposes the 
modern tendency to postpone the 
warnings Of conscience, to glide over 
the realities of life, outwardly respect- 
able, but inwardly indulgent to all 
sins. Inthe ‘‘Artist of the Beautiful’’ 
Hawthorne evidently represents his 
own character in that of ‘‘Owen War- 
land,” alwavs seeking the beautiful 
in nature and mankind. The little 
butterfly which ‘‘Owen”’ had spent 
his youth in creating was suddenly 
crushed by a baby hand, but he /elt 
no resentment, for as Hawthorne 
says, ‘‘when the artist rose high 
enough to achieve the beautiful, the 
symbol by which he made it percep- 
tible to moral senses became of little 
value in his eyes, while his spirit pos- 
sessed itself in the enjoyment of real- 
y.* 

‘Thus with Hawthorne, he had 
found the real beauty in nature and 
mankind, and has moulded his char- 
acters in such a way that we have be- 
fore us the beautiful, the good, the 
repulsive, the evil. 

in 1844.Una was born. She wasa 
lovely child and as she grew older 
seemed to combine her mother’s and 
father’s noble qualities in her own 
character: The next year Hawthorne 
was Surveyor in the Salem Custom 
House. He is now able to pay the 
dehts which had: long been hanging 
over him and life went on more 
smoothly from a ‘‘worldly as well as 
a spiritual point of view,’’as he ex- 
pressed it. While at the Custom 
House Hawthorne conceived the plot 
of the ‘‘Scarlet Letter,’’ his first great 
success. 

One day while rummaging through 
some old papers he found a piece of 
fine red cloth with the letter ‘‘A”’ 
woven in gold thread. With this 
piece of cloth was wrapped a roll of 
paper which told many particulars of 
Hester’s life. This discovery gave 
Hawthorne material upon which to 
write his renowned romance. 

He found little time, while en- 
gaged with the duties of the 
Custom House to write this; but 
when he was discharged he had 
more leisure in which to dwell on the 
trials of Hester. While it was being 
written, his mother died. Though 
there had always been an unusual re- 
serve between mother and son, yet 
his love seems to have been of the 
deepest, tenderest nature, and his 
grief was insupportable. Little Una, 
at this time about six years old, dis- 
played very odd traits of character, 
she stepped into everything so boldly, 
shrank from nothing, not even the 
approach of death; ber actions at this 
time remind us very much of little 
Pearl and doubtless she was the orig- 
inal of this queer little sprite. 

The ‘Scarlet Letter’’ is the predom- 
inant feature in the romance; it is the 
Black Man’s mark, the plaything of 
little Pearl; it burns upon the 
wearer’s breast, it isolates her from 
mankind. Hawthorne does not begin 
at the beginning as we callit. No 
doubt another author would describe 
how. Hester had lived at home, a 
beautiful young girl, how she mar- 
ried, then how she was left alone in 
the colony at Massachusetts; but 
Hawthorne begins where her busband 
returns and finds her-on the stand of 
shame. What a mysterious old fellow 
Chillingworth. is,-wbat a,hypocrite, 
what a contrast to the noble Hester, 
suffering under the taunt of the peo- 
ple yet keeping his secret to 
the last. Hester’s leve for Pearl 
is her only consolation; she will 
not give up the little girl even 
at the demand of the Governor, who 
thinks the child is not being taught 
the true religion. He is especially 
abgered when on asking Pearl who 
made her, she answers: ‘‘I never 
was made, but plucked off the bush 
of wild roses by the prison door.’’ 
Chillingworth is cheated out of his 
wicked designs by Dimmesdales’ con- 
fession and dies a lonely forsaken 
man. At last Hester hasa gleam of 
sunshine, for as Hawthorne ‘says: 
‘*Love, whether newly born or aroused 
from a death-like slumber, must al- 
ways create a sunshine filling the 
heart so full of radiance that it over- 
flows upon the outer world.” Daring 
the interval of rest before Hawthorne 
wrote ‘‘The House of Seven Gables,” 
he read Scott’s Novels to his wife and 
children, and entered into all of their 
games and pastimes with the spirit of 
an elder brother. Do not infer from 
this that he was not always sociable 
and agreeable, for he had a sunny 
disposition when not clouded by care 
and trouble. 


He finished ‘“The House of Seven 
Gables’”’ in about five months. There 
is unspeakable grace and beauty in 
this romance; its depth of wisdom, 
its high moral tone, the sweet maid- 
enly virtues of Phebe, the pathos of 
Uncle Venner, all tend to make this 
os ge so py ‘“*Blithedale”’ is

Priscilla is a great contrast of Zen- 
obia, beautiful, but more like a deli- 
cate flower not yet able to bloom, but 
needing the support of her superiors. 

Old Moodie is an enigma for us to 
puzzle over, this old man, whois too 
much of a vagabond to dare have any 
intercourse with his noble daughter 
Zenobia, or even to let her know he 
is her father. With whet a wonder 
she enters the poverty-stricken hovel 
where he lies, in answer to his sum- 
mons; and when he at last sees her 
face to face, her beauty and dignity 
80 overwhelms him that he éannot 
satisfy her amazement, but only asks 
in a humb'e way that she will be kind 
to Priscilla. : 

Soon after he finished this romance, 
Hawthorne was appointed United 
States Consul to England. For six 
years he could find no leisure from 
his daily tasks in which to continue 
his writing. About 1857 Mrs. Haw- 
thorne with Une and Rosebud went 
to visit the family of Mr. O’Sullivan, 
at that time United States Minister 
to Lisbon. Mr. Hawthorne and Jul- 
lan remained in London at Mrs. 
Blodgett’s boarding - house. - Haw- 
thorne gives us a splendid idea of the 
customs in an English boarding-house 
in his letters to his wife. In one let- 
ter he contrasts the American and 
English girls, saying: ‘‘The aspect 
of my country women seems to me 
somewhat peculiarly delicate, thin 
and pale after becoming accustomed 
to the coarseness of the English dam- 
sel, but slight as they look, they al- 
ways prove themselves suflicient for 
the whole purpose of life. -And the 
lightness, ebullition of their minds, i; 
so much-pieasanter than the English 
propriety.’’ 

Soon after Mrs. Hawthorne’s return 
from Lisbon, the family-went to Rome, 
where Hawthorne. gathered material 
for ‘‘The Marble Faun,’’ which 
abounds in beautiful description of 
Roman scenery and works of art, and 
is considered by many the best of his 
works. Though the average reader 
closes the book with a sigh of dissat- 
isfaction, not knowing who Miriam 
was, nor the mysterious crime with 
which she was connected, nor what 
the package contained, and disap- 
pointed that he did not see Donatello’s 
ears. Yet it isa book of marvelous 
description and we find many pass- 
ages strongly beautiful in the imagin- 
ative power which peryades’ the 
author’s earliest works. During the 
war Hawthorne lived at the ‘‘ Way- 
side,’’ and there in the lonely. tower 
library he wrote “‘Our Old Home,’’ 
‘*Dr. Grimshawe’’ and ‘“ Septimus 
Felton.’”’ He finished ‘‘Our Old 
Home’”’ before he died, but the other 
two have since been published. To 
many readers the interest of ‘‘Septi- 
mus Felton’’ is destroyed by the evi- 
dent change of the author’s intention 
regarding certain characters in the 
book.. But even with this disadvan- 
tage and that of its unfinished state, 
it has a peculiar interest for the lite- 
rary student, who takes delight in 
wandering through the remodeling 
notes left by the author, vainly seek- 
ing his plans for the story.
